Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
monthly index number, were nearly 4 per cent. higher 
in July than in June, food prices increasing by about 
3 per cent. and those of industrial materials and manu- 
factures by nearly 44 per cent. The aggregate in- 
creases since the outbreak of war were: General index, 
423 per cent.; food prices 484 per cent. ; and industrial 
materials and manufactures, 39 per cent. 


The re-grouped data, in which the prices of indus- 
trial materials and manufactures (except fuel) are 
classified according to the stage of completion reached 
by the products concerned, showed increases in July 
as compared with June of about 12 and 4 per cent., 
respectively, for intermediate products and manufac- 
tured articles, and a decrease of about 14 per cent. for 
basic materials; increases in comparison with August 
1939 were:—Basic materials, 574 per cent.; inter- 
mediate products, 48 per cent.; and manufactured 
articles, 254 per cent. Prices of building materials 
were about 8 per cent. higher than in June and 22 per 
cent. higher than in August 1939. 


Food prices were substantially unchanged in the first 
half of the month, but there was a small rise in the 
second half, the higher average for the month being 
due in the main to the rise in prices during June. The 
whole of the increase for industrial materials and manu- 
factures occurred in the first week, when the con- 
trolled prices of iron and steel and timber were revised ; 
subsequent movements were unimportant.

Food and Tobacco.—Each of the three food groups 
showed a rise in July as compared with June, the 
largest increase (nearly 5 per cent.) being in respect of 
the other food and tobacco group. There were seasonal 
price changes in this group for milk and onions (in- 
creases of 184 and 12 per cent., respectively) and for 
tomatoes (a decrease of 24 per cent.). The existence of a 
schedule of maximum prices for potatoes, coupled with 
the absence of supplies from the Channel Islands and 
the prohibition against lifting main crop potatoes dur- 
ing July, caused a rise of 234 per cent. in the average 
price for July compared with June, contrary to the 
normal seasonal movement. Prices of apples rose by 41 
per cent, and of oranges by 164 per cent. Kenya coffee 
was about 114 per cent. dearer, but Costa Rican 5 per 
cent. cheaper. The duty on tobacco was increased as 
from 24 July by 2s. a lb., representing a rise for the 
kinds included in the index of about 10 per cent., but 
only about one-quarter of this increase is reflected in 
the July figure. The increases shown by the cereals, 
and meat, fish and eggs, groups were about 14 and 
24 per cent., respectively, the former being due to 
higher prices for barley (2 to 24 per cent.) and rice 
(11 per cent.), and the latter to an increase of 27 per 
cent.—partly seasonal—for eggs and a rise of 5 per 
cent. for wet fish. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—As from 
1 July the controlled prices of iron and steel products 
were advanced by amounts ranging up to 16 per cent., 
the increase for the group as a whole being about 74 per 
cent. Prices of tinplates fell for the third month in 
succession, the reduction last month being roughly 
4 per cent. Coal prices were unchanged, and the only 
alteration in the non-ferrous metals group was a slight 
fall on the average in tin prices. Raw cotton prices 
were higher, American by 5 per cent. and Egyptian by 
34 per cent., and Egyptian yarn was about 3 per cent. 
dearer, while cloths were rather cheaper. The lower 
index for the wool group was mainly due to a fall of 
nearly 20 per cent. in the price of rags. Among other 
textiles there were price reductions for silk (9 per cent.) 
and jute (64 per cent.) and a small rise (24 per cent.) 
for dry spun linen yarns. The slight rise shown by the 
chemicals and oils group was due to a 34 per cent. 
increase in the price of fertilisers. The index for the 
miscellaneous group showed a rise of 10 per cent. as 
a result of a sharp advance in the controlled prices of 
timber as from 1 July, quotations for some descrip- 
tions being doubled. Pressed bricks were 6 per cent. 
dearer and rubber and goatskins 54 and 104 per cent. 
cheaper, respectively.

TIMBER CONTROL 


GABOON MAHOGANY VENEERS 


Persons or firms having in their possession\ gaboon 
mahogany veneers of whatsoever description and of a 
quantity exceeding 5,000 square feet are required by 
the Ministry of Supply to render to local Timber Con- 
trol Area Officers returns of such holdings, stating 
stowage, thicknesses, quality and average lengths and 
widths. The first return is required to be made as at 
15 August, to be in the hands of local Timber Control 
Area Officers within four days from that date and 
thereafter at monthly intervals until further notice. 


NEW 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Timber Orders, Nos. 14, 15 and 16 (S.R. & O., 1940, 
Nos. 1487, 1438 and 1439, price 2d., 1d. and 6d., re- 
spectively). The No. 14 Order came into force on 
8 August and the Nos. 15 and 16 Orders on 13 August. 


ORDERS 


No. 14 


The Control of Timber (No. 14) Order provides that any 
person becoming liable under the Timber (Charges) (No. 1) 
Order* to pay a National (General) Timber Charge in 
respect of the delivery or treatment, use or consumption 
of imported timber must render monthly to the appropriate 
Timber Control Office a return, in the form scheduled to 
the new Order, of all charges payable.

No. 15 


The Control of Timber (No. 15) Order contains a defini- 
tion of second-hand timber. Timber or plywood obtained 
from the destruction, demolition or breaking up of any 
structure or article; timber or plywood which having been 
used for any purpose has thereby deteriorated; and slabs 
or off-cuts produced in any sawmills in the United King- 
dom may be certified by the Timber Control as ‘‘ recovered 

unclassified.’’ The price payable for such timber or 
plywood may either be fixed by agreement between the 
buyer and seller subject to the approval of the Timber 
Control; or, alternatively, a maximum price may be deter- 
mined by the Timber Control on application to the Control. 
“« Recovered—unclassified ’’ timber is subject to the full 
licensing procedure laid down in the Control of Timber 
(No. 13) Order.* 

The certification of timber as ‘‘ recovered—unclassified ”’ 
does not, of course, affect its liability to the charge im- 
posed by the Charges Order. In practice, however, such 
timber would not be liable to the charge unless it was 
private opening stock of imported timber; second-hand 
timber which was in a building, for example, on 1 July 
and was subsequently recovered would not be chargeable. 
On the other hand, timber which was held as private open- 
ing stock on 1 July in the form of second-hand timber and 
which falls into one of the classes of imported timber men- 
tioned in the Schedule to the Charges Order is, as the law 
stands at present, liable to the charge on delivery or con- 
sumption. It is not considered desirable that this should 
he so, and it is proposed to amend the Charges Order at 
an early date so as to provide that if timber is certified as 
“* recovered—unclassified ’? it should not be chargeable. It 
will be appreciated that the fact that any timber is second- 
hand does not necessarily imply that such timber will be 
certified by the Control as ‘‘ recovered—unclassified.’’ For 
example, second-hand timber which is almost “ as good as 
new ” would not be so certified. 

The No. 15 Order also provides for the fixing of special 
prices for imported hardwoods which have been converted 
and are selected to exceptional dimensions or quality. 
Article 4 (2) of the No. 13 Order already contains provision 
for the fixing of special prices for imported logs of excep- 
tionally large dimensions or exceptional quality. 

Finally, the No. 15 Order contains certain amendments 
to the No. 13 Order consequential on the definition of 
“* recovered—unclassified ’’ timber.

The Control of Timber (No. 16) Order brings into opera. 
tion the increased prices for plywood which were fore. 
shadowed at the time of issuing the No. 13 Order. The 
new fixed prices will be in force as from 13 August, but the 
Order provides that the existing maximum prices will apply 
to plywood covered by acquisition licences issued between 
1 July and the coming into force of the new Order and in 
respect of which an order has been given and accepted in 
writing also during that period. Provision already exists 
in the No. 18 Order for the existing prices to apply to 
plywood covered by licences issued before 1 July where 
orders have been given and accepted in writing before that 
date. 

HIDES AND SKINS 
Maximum Prices 

Owing to the fall in the world values of hides the 
Minister of Supply has under consideration proposals 
for the amendment of the maximum prices of imported 
tanned kips and also of native hides and calf skins as 
fixed by the Control of Hides and Skins (No. 5 and 
No. 7) Orders (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
9 November 1939, page 673, and 15 February 1940, 
page 190, respectively). He hopes to be able to make 
a further announcement regarding the maximum prices 
which will apply to those kips, hides and skins not 
later than 31 August.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


NEW STANDARDS FOR MANILA AND 
SISAL ROPES 


Owing to the state of war now existing it is essential 
to conserve the supplies of manila fibre. It has there- 
fore been made a condition of the licences to process 
raw hemp issued by the Hemp Controller of the 
Ministry of Supply, after consultation with the 
Ministry of Shipping, the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United Kingdom, and the Hemp Rope Manufacturers’ 
Association, that all ropes falling within British Stan- 
dard Specification No. 481 (Manila Ropes for General 
Purposes) shall not, unless they are required by or for a 
Government Department for use as lifeboat falls, gang- 
way falls, topping lifts and fishing gear, or for export, 
be made from pure manila but shall contain a certain 
percentage of sisal. 

The Hemp Controller has also made it a condition of 
the licences to process raw hemp, that all ropes of 
2 inches circumference and under shall be made of 
sisal, except for the previously mentioned purposes. 

An emergency revision of British Standard 431, Manila 
Ropes for General Purposes, has therefore been issued. The 


opportunity has been taken to make certain further modifi-, 


cations to this specification to bring it into line with 
modern practice. 

The British Standards Institution has also issued a speci- 
fication at the request of the Ministry of Supply for Sisal 
Ropes for General Purposes (B:8. 908), which provides for 
hawser-laid, shroud-laid and cable-laid sisal ropes of from 
}-inch to 18-inch circumference. 

A special corrigendum slip has been issued with this 
specification to meet the necessity for the conservation of 
the supplies of British East African Sisal No. 1. 

For the purpose of this specification, during this emer- 
gency period other grades which are equal in strength, 
length and other properties, but not so white in colour, are 
to be deemed to comply with this specification.

INSTRUMENT JEWELS 


In response to a request received from the Air 
Ministry the British Standards Institution has pre- 
pared a British Standard Specification for the dimen- 
sions of instrument jewels. 

The specification applies to compass jewels and to 

“V”’ jewels and ring and end stones for instruments 
other than watches and clocks and integrating meters. 
_The principal object of this standardisation has been the 
simplification of a wide diversity of sizes and types of 
instrument jewels. 
_The overall dimensions and tolerances are given for a 
limited number of sizes of jewels of each type, together 
with particulars of the form of the hole or recess. The 
concentration of manufacture and demand on _ these 
limited types and sizes will, it is confidently anticipated, 
considerably expedite jewel production in this country. 

The appendix to the specification gives notes on alter- 
native methods of inspecting jewels, with particular refer- 
ence to the general form and angle of the recess.

VENTILATOR LIGHT-TRAPS : 

A British Standard Specification for Light-locks at 
Entrances to Buildings was issued some time ago as 
BS/ARP 15. 

Since that time many factories and office buildings have 
had to be in use during black-out hours in warm weather, 
and the ventilation of the buildings has given rise to many 
problems. It has been necessary to obstruct the windows 
and other openings ‘in such a way as to provide a light-trap 
without interfering with ventilation, and, with a view to 
giving guidance in this matter, a new specification has just 
been issued by the British Standards Institution. This 
specification, which bears the reference BS/ARP 31 and 
the title ‘‘ Ventilation for Buildings in Conditions of 
Black-out,’’ has been prepared under the egis of the Joint 
Lighting Committee of the Ministry of Home Security and 
the Illuminating Engineering Society. It describes the 
principles of design, the effect of light-traps on ventila- 
tion, and suitable materials for the construction of ven- 
tilator light-traps. Numerous illustrations of typical light- 
traps suitable for various circumstances are then given. 

Although primarily designed for premises such as fac- 
tories, ventilator light-traps are also applicable to domestic 
premises, and the construction of suitable light-traps 
should not be beyond the scope of householders themselves, 
using materials readily to hand and working to one of the 
examples clearly illustrated in the specification.

The recent issue of one new and one revised British 
Standard Specification dealing with the suppression of 
radio interference brings the total number of specifica- 
tions on this subject up to six—providing probably the 
most comprehensive series of standards issued by any 
country. 

The new specification just published is B.S. 905, Anti- 
interference Characteristics and Performance of Radio 
Receiving Equipment. It prescribes the general condi- 
tions to be complied with in the design of radio receiving 
equipment, and gives guidance on the method of installing 
such equipment and interference suppression devices with 
the object of minimising the effects of radio interference. 
While being of importance to the makers of radio receivers 
the specification is also of particular interest to the users 
of receivers, as it helps them to help themselves in the 
elimination of interference emanating from sources beyond 
their control. Some pertinent remarks are made about 
inefficient aerials, and a section is devoted to the charac- 
teristics and performance of “ anti-interference ”’ aerial 
systems. Another section deals with community aerial 
specially designed to permit the simultaneous operation of 
two or more receivers from the same aerial. The methods 
of eliminating radio interference from the electric supply 
mains and means of protection against atmospheric elec- 
tricity are described. 

The revised specification previously mentioned is B.S. 
613, Components for Radio-interference Suppression De- 
vices (excluding devices for traction, marine and other 
special equipment). The reference to marine equipment as 
one of the items excluded from the scope of the specification 
is significant, and we understand that a separate specifica- 
tion dealing with the suppression of radio interference on 
board ship is in preparation. As far as the specification 
proper is concerned, the new edition of B.S. 613 differs 
somewhat as regards details, particularly in the section 
relating to capacitators. It is, however, in the appendices 
that the main interest of the specification lies. Two en- 
tirely new appendices have been added, dealing respectively 
with shock and earth-leakage considerations and with wir- 
ing and maintenance. The appendix giving suggested 
values of components for various types of suppressors has 
been extended and revised in the light of experience gained 
since the first edition of the specification was published.

Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


Pre-SHIPMENT RIsKs 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented 
by various causes. These are: (a) the insolvency of the 
buyer before shipment is due to take place; (b) the imposi- 
tion of import restrictions in a buyer’s country after an 
order has been placed which, in their effect, render it im- 
possible or impracticable for the buyer to take delivery 
of the goods; (c) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil 
commotion and the like in the buyer’s country.
